80 UT HERN  AND  MIDDLE  GERMANY. 

In  my  last,  I  gave  you  some  j/eneril  notices  of  the 
state  of  relig'on  in  Weplern  Gent  any.  I  n«  w  pro 
pose  to  ►ay  a  f  w  words  respecting  the  state  of  thiiiys 
in  the  Middle  and  Southern  parts  of  that  portion  of  tlie 

continent  ^  ,  j  c.  u 

What  I  designate  by  the  name  of  Middle  and  South¬ 
ern  Germany, Is  all  that  portion  of  it  which  lies  south 
of  Prus-ia,  including  Saxony,  Saxe  W  eimer,  Saxe 
Gotha,  Saxe  Cobourg,  Hesse  Cassel,  ^esse  Darmstadt, 
Na^8au,  the  Dutchy  of  Baden,  and  the. kingdoms  of 
Wirteinberg  and  Bavaria.  Austiia  is  of  course,  left 
out  of  view  as  not  belonging  to  this  portion  ot  Gorina- 
ny,  but  is  what  may  be  called  EMStern  Germany,  if  it 
niay  be  at  all  reckoned  a  part  of  that  country. 

In  Middle  and  Southern  Germany  there  is  a  great 
variety  in  the  state  of  religion.  In  all,  there  are,  I 
\  believe,  ten  universities,  of  which  those  of  Jena,  Mu- 
]  nich,  Erlangen,  and  Heidelberg,  are  the  most  distin- 
'■!  guisfiod. 

I  shall  give  a  brief  notice  of  each  of  these  more  im- 
I  poriant  divisions  of  the  country  in  tliC  order  in  which 

I  I  [tave  first  named  them.  r  •, 

The  kingdom  of  S;ixony  is  a  small  but  fertile  and 
well  popu'ated  country.  It  has  ab  lut  as  many  inhabi- 
tants  as  the  state  of'.New-Y.irk,  or  rather  liardly  so 
many.  Although  the  roval  family  of  that  country 
1  Ronian  Catholic,  yet  the  majority  of  the  people  are 
j  Protof-tant-r.  In  Dresden,  which  is  the  bt  antifiil  capi- 
^  tal  f»f  that  coiiniry  and  which  contains  about  7.j,()00 
inhabitants,  three  fourths  nf  t fie  p*-ople  are  ProtestanLs 
]  am  sorry  to  say,  however,  that  hut  few  of  the  pastors 
of  the  Protestant  churehes  in  Saxony  are  evangelical. 
At  least,  tlii.'i  is  the  testimony  of  Professiir  Tliolnck  and 
others,  who  ore  capable  of  giving  information  on  ttie 
euhject.  .\lrnost  all  the  Protetstanl  ministers  of  that 
country  are  Rationalists.  'Phe  Rev.  Dr.  Ammon,  the 
very  coryphanis  of  theoloov,  is  one  of  the  preachers 
in  Dresden.  His  preacliinir  and  liis  publications  have 
done  im.ch  injury  to  the  truth  in  Saxony,  as  well  as  in 
other  parts  of  Germany. 

It  is  an  iiiterestinjr  faef,  as  I  am  assured,  that  there 
is  a  great  de.-ire  among  the  rommon  |»eople  in  Saxony, 
especially  among  ll  e  older  p*  opie  in  tlie  country  pa- 
rii-lies,  to  hear  the  pure  gosp<*l.  'I’hey  are  tired  of 
Neology.  It  gives  them  no  f  xxl  for  the  hungry  wml. 
And  when  some  faithful  minister  makes  a  preaching 
excursion  among  ihem,  they  flock  to  hear  him  wiih 
great  avidi'y.  O,  when  shall  the  pure  gospel  be 
preached  again  in  the  Dnd  where  l.nther  and  his  as¬ 
sociates  fiinnd  8  )  many  to  welcome  him  in  his  day  ! 

'fhe  state  of  things  is  bad  enough  in  Saxe  Weimar, 
Saxe  Cohourg,  Saxe  Gotha.  Hesse  Ca-6«d,  Hesse 
Darmstadt  and  N  l^8an.  In  Weimar,  the  Rev.  Dr. 

.  Ro'  hr  preaches,  one  of  the  greate.-l  and  worst  of  the 
i  Rationalist  preachers.  In  (^»bourg,  the  influence  of 
I  Br*  tschiieider  is  great  and  fatal  to  the  gospel.  But 
r  theie  are  a  few  faithful  servants  of  the  Lord  in  these 
r  countries,  and  their  number  is  increasing.  In  Cassel, 
as  you  have  seen  stated  by  the  German  correspondent  of 
the  ArchivesdiiChristianisme,  there  is  tlie  fx-ginning  of 
a  better  day.  I'ho  formation  of  a  Missionary  Society 
there  and  the  laUirs  of  an  evangelical  mini.»ter,  promise 
much  g<Mid.  'I’he  Ijord  smile  up'in  these  efflirts! 

In  the  free  city  of  Frankfort  on-the-Maine,  which 
has  a  popiilotinn  of  ijtl.INtO  inhahilanta.  nnd  nceiinioa  a 

commanding  si! nation  for  influence  upon  Germany, 
there  are  some  five  or  six  Protestant  churches.  Three 
or  four  of  the  pastors  of  the  Lutheran  German  Reformrd 
Churclies  are  considf'red  evingelical.  though  they  are 
I  not  reckoned  so  zetlons  as  is  desirable.  There  is  here 
I  a  giKx!  French  church,  w’liere  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bonnet, 
I  formerly  at  London,  now  preaches.  He  is  a  native  of 
F  Switzerland,  nnd  preaches  the  gospel  with  great  sim¬ 
plicity  and  piiri'y.  His  labors,  I  doubt  not,  will  be 
eminently  useful  there.  His  correspondence  in  the 
Archives  du  Christianisme,  published  at  Paris,  is  very 
interesting  and  valuable. 

The  slate  of  religion  in  the  Pro'estant  churches  in 
Baden,  Wirternberg  and  Bavaria  is  better  probably, 
thru  in  any  other  part  of  (Jermany.  This  is  narticn- 
lirly  so  in  the  kingdoms  of  Wirlembc-rg  and  Ravarin. 
Tliere  is  a  greater  proportiim  of  evangelical  ministers 
I  of  the  gospel  among  tlie  Protestant  clergy  in  those 
ft  countries  tlian  is  to  be  found  in  any  other  part  of  Ger- 
Kma  iy.  This  I  do  not  assert  from  my  own  knowledge, 
I  for  I  was  only  in  B  ivana,  and  in  but  a  small  portion  of 
B  even  that  country  and  only  for  a  very  short  time.  But 
f  I  learn  these  things  from  unquestionable  aiitborify. 

The  university  of  Erlangen,  whicli  lias  long  main- 
I  tained  a  distinguished  reputation  among  the  universi- 
'  ties  in  Southern  CJerinany,  is  blessed  w  ith  an  evange¬ 
lical,  faitliful  and  able  I'heological  Faculty.  All  of  the 
ProfesMirs  in  that  department  are  evangelical  men, 
and  a  goixily  number  of  excellent  young  men  are 
t'^aining  up  under  their  instruction  for  the  work  of  the 

1  ministry. 

You  have,  doubtless  heard  of  Professor  Straus.®,  who 
I  was  lately  a  I’rofes-^or  of  Theology  in  the  University 
of  Tubingen,  but  was  dismissed  from  his  chair  for 
awriting  and  publishing  a  work,  entitled,  the  Life  nf 
^Jesus,  in  which  he  goes  further  than  any  of  his  How 
^Neologi.sts  in  attacking  the  Sacred  Scriptures.  With 
^Ihe  exception  of  a  few  facts  relating  to  Jesus  Christ 
and  his  Ajxistles  he  pronounces  ail  else  in  the  New 
Testament  to  be  mere  mythns  or  fable.  This  b(X)k  is 
1  r.3ad  w'ith  avidity  by  many  throughout  Germany,  not- 
'  withstanding  not  only  its  infidelity,  but  the  utterly  un- 
'  tenable  grbund  which  it  takes,  in  as.serting  things 
which  even  the  best  informed  Neologists  have  hither¬ 
to  shrunk  from  avowing.  Indeed,  Neology  is  fast  apr- 
proachiiig  to  avowed  infidelity,  and  will  so  m  be  no 
;  1  rnger  worthy  id  the  name  of  Christianity  in  any  sense. 
It  will  be  only  another  form  of  paganism. 

I  mty  remark  here,  that  wh'*n  that  book  of  Strauss 
made  its  appearance,  (which  is  but  a  short  time  since) 
the  king  of  Priiss  a  was  so  much  struck  with  its  im¬ 
piety  and  injurious  tendency,  that  he  was  grea'ly  in 
favor  of  having  its  circii'atioo  prohibited  i.i  Prussia. 

I  With  much  d  fliculty  ho  was  dissuaded  from  this 
course  by  Bishop  Neander,  (Bishop  of  Berlin  and  that 
pravinco,  but  no  relation  of  Professor  Leinder,  the 
Ecclesiastic  ll  Historian  in  the  University  of  that  city.) 
and  others.  They  convinc>  d  him  that  this  would  only 
have  a  tendency  to  give  the  work  greater  notoriety 
/  and  a  wider  circulation.  A  better  course  was  pursued, 
which  w'as  to  engage  Professor  Tholuck  to  wnte  an 
answer.  This  he  was  doing  when  1  had  the  pleasure 
I  of  seeing  him  at  Halle  in  the  summer.  1  p-’esume 
that  his  bo<>k  has,  by  this  time,  been  puhlish<  d.  I  am 
I  daily  expecting  a  copy  of  it, 

I  It  is  a  m'vst  gratifying  circumstance,  that,  with  the 
I  revival  of  true  religion  in  th»*  Si^outh  of  Germany,  the 
missionary  spirit  is  al.so  awaking  in  the  churches. 
You  are  aware  that  there  is  a  very  flourishing  mis- 
,  eionary  instituiion  in  B^sle,  on  the  Rhin**,  in  Switz'^r- 
hnd,  close  on  the  borders  of  Baden,  where  there  are 
40  young  men  and  more  preparing  to  go  forth  to  carry 
the  gospel  to  the  heathen.  The  greater  pirt  of  these 
I  young  men  are  from  Wirteinberg,  Bavaria  and  Biden. 

BAnd  the  number  of  applications  from  thosi?  countries  is 
now  far  greater  than  the  accommodatiiTiS  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  that  Seminary  will  allow  to  be  received. 
These  are  encouraging  facts.  May  the  Lord  carry  on 
this  blessed  work  until  pure  religion  shall  be  fully  es- 
;  Ubliahed  through  all  the  South  and  Middle  of  Germa¬ 
ny  as  in  former  days.  I  am  yours,  &.c.

It  is  important  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  scrip¬ 
tural  injunction  on  this  subject,  and  it  is  equally  im¬ 
portant  on  the  other  hand,  not  to  form  new  limits,  of 
n^arrower  dimensions.  It  is  as  impolitic  as  it  is  sinful 
to  use  any  means  or  inculcate  any  principles  which 
scripture  does  not  sanction,  but  it  is  no  less  a  derelic¬ 
tion  of  duty  to  keep  back  its  counsels,  however  un¬ 
welcome,  from  fear  of  giving  offence. 

These  truths  may  perhaps  be  deemed  too  obvious  to 
need  remark,  and  yet  we  arc  persuaded  that  the  want 
of  right  views  and  consistent  practice  with  respect  to 
the  disposition  of  our  property,  is  one  of  the  most  alarm¬ 
ing  evils  of  the  day.

tion,  and  the  application  of  them  is  left  with  himself. 

The  Prophecies  cnncernitiq  Edom,  or  Idumea. — 
This  country,  as  all  readers  of  the  Scriptures  are  aware, 
takes  its  name  from  Esau,  who  was  siirnained  Edom. 
(Gen.  xxxvi.  1,  &.C.)  'I'lie  uniform  tenor  of  prophecy 
from  hi.s  days  down  to  the  close  of  the  prophetic  era, 

13  that  the  descendants  of  his  brother  Jacob  should  be 
recognized  as  a  people,  though  scattered  over  the 
whole  earth,  while  of  the  posterity  of  Esau  it  is  said 
by  the  prophet  Obadiah,  “  There  shall  not  be  any  re- 
mnininie  nf  the  house  of  Esau  ;  for  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  it."  And  again  by  the  same  in  reference  to 
Esau  and  his  posterity,  “  Thou  shall  be  cut  off"  for 
ever,"  (verses  10,  18.) 

The  exceedingly  interesting  extract  which  we  copy 
to-day  from  the  “  Incidents  of  Travel,”  &c.  by  Mr. 
Sievens  of  New-York,  shows  that  this  prophecy  had 
not  been  fulfilled  in  the  time  of  the  Roman  empire, 
many  of  the  buildings  which  he  describes,  having 
evidently  had  iheir  origin  at  that  time.  Let  us  imagine 
some  skeptic  to  stand  at  that  day  and  ask  for  the  ful¬ 
filment  of  the  proplucy,  which  we  have  quoted.  lie 
might  dwell  upon  the  splendor  of  the  city,  whose  ruins 
now  strike  the  traveller  with  astonishment  and  ad¬ 
miration  ;  he  might  count  up  the  population  of  its  nu¬ 
merous  surrounding  towns,  tell  of  the  fame  of  the 
armies  which  assisted  the  zealots  against  the  Priests 
at  the  siege  of  Jerusalem,  and  defied  the  attacks  of 
Pompey  upon  their  metropolis,  to  its  apparent  stability, 
as  a  metropolitan  see  including  several  bishoprics,  and 
with  all  these  evidences  of  prosperity  he  might  ask  ; 
Where  is  the  promise  of  his  coming  ? 

And  yet  at  this  day  where  is  Edom  1  Where  the 
posterity  of  E-wiu  !  Cut  off  for  ever.  The  people  is 
no  more,  while  their  country  is  desolate  and  the  dwell¬ 
ing  of  their  princes,  among  the  clefts  of  the  rocks  is 
a  sedilude  just  brought  to  light  in  our  day,  from  the 
silence  and  obscuiily  of  ages. 

The  comparison  of  the  prophecies  concerning  the 
descendants  of  Jacob  and  Esau,  and  their  respective 
fates,  is  drawu  out  by  Bishop  Newton,  who  notices  the 
utter  extinction  of  the  Edomites,  while  the  Jews  are 
reckoned  according  to  Basnage,  “as  near  three  mil¬ 
lions  of  people,  who  profess  this  religion,  and  as  their 
phrase  is,  are  witnesses  of  the  unity  of  Cod  in  all  the 
nations  of  the  world."  Of  Petra  and  the  surround¬ 
ing  country  nothing  was  known  in  the  time  of  Bisliop 
Newton.  The  first  intimation  in  miHlcrn  times  of  its 
existence  was  received  by  the  infidel  Volney,  from  the 
Arabs,  and  .their  information,  publishiKl  iir  his  travels, 
has  led  to  its  discovery.  It  was  first  visited  by  Burck¬ 
hardt  in  1812,  afterwards  by  Captains  Charles  Leonard 
Irby,  and  James  Mangles  of  the  British  Navy,  then  by 
Mr.  Leon  I^aborde  a  French  traveller,  and  since  by 
our  countryman  Mr.  Stevens.  Mr.  Burckhardt  only 
reached  it  through  the  most  appalling  difficulties  and 
dangers,  from  the  opjiosilion  of  the  Arabs,  and  was  only 
permiued  by  his  escort  to  remain  at  Petra  a  single  day, 
and  Mr.  Stevens’  narrative  shows  that  danger  from 
the  same  source  has  not  yet  ceased  to  exist  We  are 
indebted  for  some  of  tlii’se  facts  to  the  Rev.  Alexander 
Keith's  “  Evidence  of  Prophecy.”  In  this  work  amid 
much  matter  of  the  most  thrilling  interest,  we  find  the 
comparison  between  the  prophecies  of  Jacob  and  Esau 
thus  eloriuently  sketched : 

“The  aliens  of  Judah  ever  look  with  wistful  eyes 
to  the  laud  of  their  fathers;  but  no  Edomite  is  now  to 
be  found  to  dispute  the  right  of  any  animal  to  the  pos¬ 
session  of  it,  or  to  banish  the  owl  from  the  temples  and 
palaces  of  Edom,  But  the  htnise  of  Esau  did  remain, 
Hiid  existed  in  great  jxiwer,  till  after  the  comiuence- 
ineiii  of  the  Cliristian  era,  a  period  far  too  remote 
from  the  date  of  the  prediction  for  their  subsequent 
history  to  have  been  foreseen  by  man.  The  Id u means 
were  so  *n  after  mingled  with  the  Nabatheans.  And 
ill  the  third  century  their  language  was  disused,  and 
their  very  name,  as  designating  any  people,  had  utter¬ 
ly  perished  ;*  and  llieir  country  itself,  having  become 
an  outcast  from  Syria,  among  whoso  kingdoms  it  had 
long  been  minibered,  wos  united  to  Arabia  Petraca. 
'riioiigti  the  descendants  of  the  twin-born  Esau  and 
Jacob  have  met  a  diametrically  opposite  fate,  the  fact 
is  no  less  marvellous  and  undisputed,  than  the  predic¬ 
tion  in  each  case  is  alike  obvious  and  true.  While

Athens. — A  Boston  paper  gives  the  following  ac¬ 
count  of  the  improvements  which  have  taken  place  at 
Athens  within  a  fews  years  past. 

“  Athens,  which  a  few  years  since  presented  only 
an  immense  mass  of  splendid  ruins,  with  but  few,  very 
few  handsome  habitable  buildings,  has  undergone  a 
great  change  since  it  has  been  fixed  upon  as  the  seat 
of  goverumenl.  Within  two  years,  the  ruins  have,  in 
a  great  measure,  di.-^appeared,  and  their  places  are 
supplied  with  spacious  streets,  neatly  paved,  and  lined 
on  each  side  with  large  and  convenient  private  dwell¬ 
ing  houses  and  public  buildings.  Two  hospitals,  one 
of  the  military  have  been  erected,  and  thirteen  chur¬ 
ches,  and  it  is  now  contemplated  to  build  four 
churches  ot  a  very  large  size,  and  on  immense  pileol  ]  ■  ,  , 

buildings  for  an  university.  The  pnlace  of  the  king  of  ■  m,  am 

Greece  is  said  to  compare  favorably  with  the  most 
finished  structures  of  ancient  Greece.  A  beggar  is 
now  seldom  seen  in  the  streets.  The  population  of 
Athens,  which  in  183B,  was  seven  thousand,  is  now 
estimated  at  upward  of  eighteen  thousand.” 

This  account  in  connexion  with  an  interesting  no¬ 
tice  of  our  mission  at  Athens,  from  the  Churchman, 
which  will  be  found  in  another  column,  allows  its  vast 
importance,  and  affords  ground  fur  the  expectation  of 
great  results  hereafler.  We  trust  that  the  missionaries 
there  and  in  other  stations  will  continue  to  enjoy  in  a 
large  degree  the  sympathies,  prayers  and  support  of 
the  church  at  home.
